Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  year  1950,  as  directed  by 
Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  302/S.  A.  , enclosed  with  Circular  210/ 46  of  the  2ndc 
December,  194-0. 

There  were  no  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  reported  in  the  district 
covered  by  the  Authority.  A few  "Small  Pox"  contacts  were  periodically  examined 
and  kept  under  supervision  as  requested  by  other  Authorities.  There  were  no  cases 
treated  for  injuries,  but  1 innoculation  and  3 vaccinations  were  carried  out. 

Notice  taken  of  telegrams  received  from  the  Ministry  - No  action  was  necessary.

All  ships  inspected  were  found  satisfactory  - No  complaints  made, 
and  no  statutory  action  was  necessary.  No  cases  of  infection  have  been 
reported.

2.  Shell-Fish. 

The  local  fishermen  are  now  fully  conversant  with  the  Closing  Order, 
and  no  reports  are  to  hand  of  any  breaches  to  date. 

However  experiments  are  now  being  made  at  Penmon  Beach  in  relaying 
mussels,  and  samples  are  tested.  So  far  the  scheme  is  progressing  slowly, 
and  more  co-operation  by  the  local  fishermen  would  greatly  help  to  prove 
the  scheme  to  be  successful.
